Mr. A. Ireland & the National. 


(TO THE EDITOR.) 
r—I have to you, ns Seeretnry of the 
National Beekeepers’ Association, given 
my resignation. T shall now proeoed to 
give my reasons for doing so, T am one 
of the oldest members, both as to length 
of time and also as to age, and so it is 
not withont strong reasons that I am 
resigning. "The last straw was placed upon 
the camel's back when Mr, Allan, as 
President nt the last Conference, treated 
me personally, the paper T was reading. 
and the subject of it with such studied 
epposition. und diseourtesy, not fo use n 
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harsher term for his treatment. In tho 
first place, the minutes of last Conference 
woul have shown that nearly all the 
Branches sevt remits asking the Conference 
to do something in the matter of Apiary 
Boundaries; secondly, they would hay. 
shown that I was the leader in the matter 
from start to finish; they would bave shown 
that Mr. Allan and Mr. Gibb were about 
the only two who spoke against the suh 
ject; and that the motion which I moved 
"was carried. unanimously, 


Now the subsequent action of the Pre- 
sident at last Conference shows why the) 
Seeretary and President did not want the 
minutes to be read; and although I ob 
jected to their not being read, no notice 
was taken of my objection. To show the 
studied obstruction of the subject by the 
two above-mentioned: In a three days’ 
Conference only half an hour was allowed 
in the programme for the reading of the 
paper and the discussion on it. Before 
reading the paper I had some remarks 
to make, and had not proceeded at auy 
great length when Mr. Allan stopped me, 
and said that as there was only half an 
hour allowed for the subject le could not 
allow mo to proceed, When I remou 
strated, Mr. Allan started to speak, bim 
self taking up considerable time, also tak 
ing a motion by Mr. Bray to proceed to 
the next business. Mr, Allan’s treatment 
of me eaused new members and visitors 
to think [ was a sort of unruly person 
who had to be kept in order. And 
of them had the impndence to say that 
Mr. Nelson was ill-advised in seleeting me 
as his substitute. Now, Sir, do you think 
Tam hasty in resigning after having been 
treated in such n manner. 


Now, the merits of Mr. Allan and myself 
for consideration by the National and the 
ILP.A. are as follows:—The fitst year of 
the H.P.A. when we wanted very much 
al the honey we could get, Mr, Allan 
gave none, but soll all his crop outside 
of tho Association. The second year he 
only gavo us half his crop; and the 
year beforo last he sold all his crop out 
Side the Association again; and outside 
of his official position has done nothing 
for either Association, As for myself, I 
have never sold a pound of honey to any 
trader, merchant, or storekeeper since the 
Association started; although one year 
I had very poor honey, the Association 
soll it locally, I may reckon myself the 
father of the H.P.A., being the first who 
started the movement that resulted in its 
formation; and afer we joined Porcos with 
Taranaki, T canvassed the Canterbury bee 
keepers and secured most of them as share 
holders, at my own expense of time ant 
monoy, for which T have not yet received 
recognition or thanks. Had it not been for 
me thoro would have been no B, and D. 
contract nor export trade as it now is, 
which Mr, Briekell can vouch, for. By 
this action ulone E have been the means 
of giving to beekeepers thousant of

I could give a more detailed account of

Many are killed “the bees, 
and the majority are reduced to the size of virgins, not being fed by the bees or 
allowed to lay for many days, Some Queons during this period are ill-treated hy 
the bees, and, though eventually accepted, may be injured. Before and after tho 
swarming season most Queens are accepted at once, and laying froely very soon 
after being liberated from the cage. 

In addition, Customers can rely on getting the very best of Queens aftor tho 
general swarming season is over. 


All Queens ceared from carefully picked Breeding Queens, in hives spocially
